Each month Ait Parader sojourns 
back in time with a rock and roll 
celebrity to find out about his early 
days and influences. This month's time 
traveler is that guy who's livin’ on a 
prayer, Jon Bon Jovi. 


We've all heard the cliche about an artist 
being taken off the scrap heap to reach stardom. 
But in the case of Jon Bon Jovi, that cliche is 
literally true. Only eight years ago, 16-year-old 
John Bongiovi (as it was then spelled) was 
working in a junkyard near his native Sayreville, 
New Jersey. His parents — both hard working, 
middle-class folks — were a little upset to see 
their music-loving son toiling away on the scrap 
heap, so they turned to Jon's uncle Tony — a 
noted New York producer — to get Jon involved 
in the music business any way he could. 

“It was kind of interesting at times,” Jon said. 
“| basically had the shit detail, you know, 
Sweeping out the studio and cleaning up all the 
old coffee cups after a night of recording. But | 
got to meet some interesting people, and it 
really convinced me that music was where | 
wanted to be. | knew | wanted to be a 
professional musician, but having the chance to 
see the way big-name artists worked convinced 
me that | could do it too.” 

Success was still a long way away for young 
Jon, but on the weekends he'd gather together 
with friends and play in clubs such as the 
infamous Stone Pony in Asbury Park. While 
hanging out in the clubs, Jon was able to watch 
such budding stars as Bruce Springsteen and 
Southside Johnny, both of whom had a major 
impact on Jon's approach to his craft. 

“Those guys had a great attitude towards 
what they were doing,” he explained. “You could 
tell that they really loved every second of it. They 
worked their asses off. That's where | picked up 
a lot of my attitude. | see many people who grew 
up in the L.A. music scene, for instance, and they 
just act so differently. I'm not saying what's 
better or worse — it's just different. In Jersey 
the people have a real solid, blue-collar kind of 
foundation. They don't worry about their clothes 
that much or check their hair every few minutes. 
The music comes first, and that’s the way it is 
with us as well.” 

While Jon was beginning to create quite a 
reputation for himself in the New Jersey area 
clubs, he had to be very careful in any place that 
served liquor because he was still under 18. Jon 
couldn't get in that much trouble, but he knew 
that any club owner caught with an underage kid 
onstage or in the audience could lose his license. 
Thus, much of Jon's early career resembled a 
game of cat and mouse. 
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“It was kind of funny, | guess,’ Bon Jovi 
stated. “I used to hang out in the clubs all the 
time, and since | could sell a lot of tickets when 
| played, the owners couldn't really kick me out. 
So they'd put me and my friends at a special 
table right next to the fire exit. Anytime anyone 
suspicious would show up, they'd shuffle us out 
the door. Usually they were false alarms, but 
there were nights when we headed out the door 
half a dozen times. It certainly made for an 
interesting evening.” 

Once Jon passed 18, however, there was no 
stopping him. He had dropped out of school to 
pursue his music career (something he doesn't 
recommend anyone else do), and his life soon 
became an endless series of bands and

musicians as he searched for that magical 
combination to take him to the top. 

“There were so many great players around at 
that time,” he said. “Jersey was a real 
happening place. | just kept an eye out for people 
who | thought had what it takes to make it, and 
luckily | found ‘em. | know I've been lucky, but 
I've put a lot of hard work into it too. | always 
hear from people who want to become 
musicians, asking me what you need to do to 
become successful. Some of them think the 
answer is tight pants and lots of hair spray. 
Those guys ain't got a prayer. The answer is hard 
work. Yeah, it's a long way from the junkyard to 
a platinum album, but if | can do it, anyone 
can.’ 0

Florida Rockers Unleash Latest Dose Of Metal Mayhem. 


Sometimes it seems all one 
need do to attain fame and fortune 
in heavy metal is have long hair, 
learn how to play guitar and dress 
in black leather. If only life were 
indeed that simple! Just ask the 
guys in Malice, who've been 
struggling for four years to break 
out of the metal netherworld to 
attain national recognition. But 
perhaps the time to ascend the 
metal ladder is finally at hand for 
guitarists Jay Reynolds and Mick 
Zane, vocalist James Neal, bassist 
Mark Behn and drummer Cliff 
Carothers. Their latest album, 
License To Kill, is a powerhouse of 
full-scale metal mania, and as 
Reynolds was quick to point out 
the metal world seems much more 
open to Malice’s brand of black 
leather rock these days. 


“It's really strange how things 
change in this business,” the blond 
axe-slinger said with a smile. “One 
year metal’s ‘out’ and the video and 
radio people aren't interested in it. 
Then the next year, the doors swing 
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wide open and bands are given a 
chance again. | think right now is a 
very good time to be a heavy band. 
A lot of people are beginning to 
realize that metal music isn't about 
to turn everyone into suicidal 
maniacs or child molesters. It's just 
good, clean fun that’s exciting for 
everyone. | feel very confident 
about people accepting Malice. The 
new album's our strongest by far, 
and the environment out there tells 
me that people are going to get the 
chance to hear it.” 

Judging by tracks like Chain 
Gang Woman and Vigilante, 
Malice’s music may still not exactly 
be geared for Top 40 radio airplay, 
but as Reynolds noted, metal is the 
hottest genre in the rock world right 
now, and Malice is as pure a heavy 
metal band as anyone. In fact, the 
band’s fondness for paying homage 
to metal traditions, both visually 
and musically, has caused them a 
bit of trouble in recent years. Judas 
Priest's K.K. Downing even went so 
far as to state that Malice’s 
appearance was one of the reasons 


Priest moved away from their black 
leather look of years past. Maybe 
that's a back handed compliment, 
but it's a compliment nonetheless. 

“Actually, we've gotten a bit 
away from the black leather look 
too,” Reynolds stated. “There's no 
question that Priest has been a very 
big influence on us. They really are 
the classic metal band. We've 
always admired their attitude and 
commitment. When we were play- 
ing the clubs in L.A. a few years 
back, it seemed that all the other 
bands were only concerned with 
how much makeup they could put 
on and how outlandishly they could 
dress. We went in the other 
direction. We've always believed 
the focus should be on the music, 
but at the same time black leather 
works very well in conjunction with 
the kind of music we play.” 

While it’s always been said that 
metal bands of the Maiden, Priest 
and Malice ilk appeal more to male 
fans than their female counter- 
parts, Reynolds is proud to say that 
the fairer sex has lately been 


discovering Malice in a big way. In 
fact, on the group's most recent 
concert tour, the band members 
found themselves in more than one 
bizarre sexual predicament. 

‘Maybe the strangest thing that 
happened to me was up in Buffalo, 
New York,” Reynolds exclaimed. ‘1 
had met these two very attractive 
ladies and had gone back to my 
room with them. It was real cold 
outside — which | guess it always 
is up there — so we just started to 
snuggle up and get real friendly. 
Then there was a knock on the door, 
and | got up to answer it totally 
naked. Somehow or other, when | 
opened the door, the girls pushed 
me outside. So there | was standing 
outside my motel room, bare- 
assed, freezing to death. The girls 
were laughing their heads off — 
they thought it was hilarious. But | 
didn't find it too amusing. Our fans 
are always great though. Our goal 
is to just keep turning more and 
more people onto Malice. I'll trade 
a cold ass for a few new fans 
anytime.” 0

On Latest LP.

The rock world has 
always loved rumors, and 
throughout their dozen-year 
ride atop the metal moun- 
tain, no other band has been 
the subject of more gossip 
than Kiss. Most recently a 
spate of idle chatter has 
indicated that bassist Gene 
Simmons might be leaving 
the band to pursue movie 
stardom in Hollywood. 
Another story had guitarist 
Paul Stanley taking off to 
forge a solo career and 
further his budding produc- 
tion credentials. Let's put an 
end to all this bullshit right 
now. The truth is that Kiss is 
alive and well, and the 
foursome — including gui- 
tarist Bruce Kulick and 
drummer Eric Carr — are 
hard at work putting the 
finishing touches on their 
latest LP, tentatively titled 
Condomnation. Yes, Sim- 
mons is still working hard on 
his movie career and Stan- 
ley is in hot pursuit of some 
exciting new talent to pro- 
duce (possibly even Poison). 
But as Paul explained to us 
recently, nothing that any of 
the band’s members pursue 
away from Kiss will ever 
stand in the group's way. 


Hit Parader: As you get older and 
begin having other interests, does 
it become harder to maintain your 
dedication to Kiss? 

Paul Stanley: Kiss has never been 
my entire life. Maybe it’s been the 
most important thing in my life, but 
I've always found time to have 
other interests. The only difference 
with the band now is that instead of 
sitting on our asses when we have 
a little free time, we look for other 
projects that may be fun. Gene may 
take a film role and | might look for 
a band to produce. That doesn't 
take away from Kiss one bit. 


HP: But you did have a two year 
break between albums this time.’ 
Wasn't that almost too much free 
time? 

PS: We spent a good part of that 
time on tour, so it's not like the day 
we finished the album | just said, 
“Hey, I'll see you guys in a couple 
of years.” It was nice to have some 
free time, though. I've known for a 
long time that there's a world going 
on out there other than rock and 
roll, and | like to take advantage of 
it. There was also a lot of writing to 
do for this album. On past records 
we've spent as short a period as 
three weeks writing new material. 
It was real nice to take it at a slower 
pace and see what new things we 
could come up with. 


HP: Well, you have us intrigued. 
What new things did you come up 
with? 

PS: I'm writing some very different- 
sounding songs this time. As I've 
mentioned before, | wrote some of 
the songs for this album on 
keyboards, and you certainly do get 
a different type of song that way. | 
play very kamikaze keyboards 
because | really don’t know how to 
play. When | lift my hands off the 
keyboard, | have to put a guitar pick 
on the keys so | remember where 
my fingers go. But the results you 
get are very interesting that way. 
Im still very much a guitar player, 
so | approach keyboards with a 
guitarist’s mentality — | really 
attack the instrument. But it’s fun. 


HP: Are there keyboards on the 
album? 

PS: Yeah, there are some, and | 
imagine we'll even think about 
taking some on the road with us 
next time. But | couldn't see anyone 
else but a member of the band 
playing them, so what we can do 
with them onstage is very limited. 
Maybe we'll have the perfect 
marriage between a guitar and a 
piano — we'll hack ‘em both to 
bits. 


HP: Do you find that the music you

write on keyboards is softer than 
your guitar songs? 
PS: Anything | write is pretty 


unrelenting. If you're waiting for us: 


to wimp out, you'll have a long time 
to wait. Before people start to get 
the wrong idea when | talk about 
using keyboards on a Kiss album, 
I'm not talking about playing 
Moonlight Sonata. More than 
anything else, keyboards open up a 
new world to you, and that’s real 
nice. 


HP: How different is your approach 
to the material on this album 
compared to past Kiss albums? 

PS: It's pretty much the same. 
We're trying to make the best 
album we've ever done, and | think 
we ve succeeded. Old Kiss fans will 
love it, new Kiss fans will love it, 


and people who've never heard of 
Kiss will love it. But all we can do is 
make the best album we can — 
then it's up to other people to make 
sure it gets the exposure it 
deserves. 


HP: Do you feel certain people 
have let the band down in that 
regard in the past? 

PS: I'm not going to point fingers or 
name names, but the answer is yes 
— particularly on the last album. 
We had a major video and radio 
request with Jears Are Falling, yet 
the single never really took off. 
That doesn’t make any sense to me. 


HP: Kiss always seems to be on the 
cutting edge of what's happening in 
hard rock. Do you go out of your 
way to see what other bands are 


doing so you can stay one step 
ahead? 

PS: We'll listen to what another 
band is up to just out of curiosity, 
but never so that we can stay ahead 
of them. We just do what we do 
best, and usually that’s enough. | 
think there are some really excel- 
lent bands around right now, but | 
never view them as competition. 
The young bands like Cinderella are 
good, and Poison are exciting — 
they certainly look good. So | think 
the future of hard rock looks 
healthy. 


HP: What about a band like 
Stryper? Do you see religion and 
rock working together? 

PS: Music is a vehicle for whatever 
you want, so | don’t see anything 
wrong with mixing the two. | think it 
can be a bit jive at times, but that 
really boils down to the sincerity 
you bring to what you're doing. 
That's one of the things about Kiss 
— we've always been totally 
committed to what we do. Maybe 
we do have some other interests, 
but that’s healthy. When it’s time to 
get down and work, however, we 
still do it with as much determina- 
tion as ever — and with a lot more 
knowledge. 0

David Coverdale

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OVERCOMING Ainerst 


Three-year Absence Ends For Coverdale And Co. 


If one were to look up the word “charisma” in the rock and roll dictionary, 
they just might find a picture of Whitesnake’s David Coverdale serving as the 
word's definition. The singer's hip-swaying, hair-shaking stage gymnastics, as 
well as his inimitable vocal growl, remain classic examples of rock dynamics 
some 15 years after Coverdale first burst upon the scene with Deep Purple. 
Unfortunately, in recent years Coverdale — and Whitesnake — have been 
virtually missing in action; over three years have passed since the release of 
their last LP, Slide It In. But now, with a new album simply entitled 
Whitesnake, and a new band lineup, Coverdale promises the band is back, 


bigger, better and badder than ever. 


Hit Parader: David, why was there 


such a lengthy period between the 
release of your last album and this one? 
David Coverdale: It’s surely been a 
long time — much longer than | wanted. 
But there were certain situations which 
were unavoidable, and those caused the 
delays. About two years ago, when 
Whitesnake was ending its world tour, 
there was some dreadful discontent 
within the band. John Sykes, who is an 
incredible guitarist, was in the band at 
that time, and | agreed after a meeting 
with the record company to keep him in 
the band for this album though I knew the 
seeds of disharmony had already been 
planted. Then | was talking to Rudy Sarzo 
and Tommy Aldridge about coming 
aboard on bass and drums. The goal was 
to keep the momentum going. Slide It In 
had gone gold and we wanted to 
capitalize on the fact that we had finally 
broken through in America after so many 
years of trying. 


HP: But that still doesn’t explain why this 
album took three years to release. 

DC: | haven't gotten to the good parts 
yet! Once the band was more or less 
together, we went to the south of France 
to rehearse for a few weeks. Then | 
decided to base the group in Los Angeles 
because | wanted to stay in touch with 
the American market and because | like 
the weather there. The only trouble with 
LA. is that most of the musicians there 
suffer from “mousse abuse” — they look 
great, but they can't really play. Since 
Aldridge couldn't come aboard at that 
time, | had to look for a new drummer, 
which took most of that summer. Finally 
Aynsley Dunbar joined us at the last 
minute, and we looked ready to go. We 
decided to record in Vancouver, which 
was a bad mistake — it’s a beautiful city 
but the climate there caused havoc within 


the band. Sykes got tonsillitis, and | 
started feeling poorly myself. That added 
more delays. | went to some doctors who 
checked my sinuses, but | kept getting 
worse and worse. Finally | saw a doctor 
who said | had the worst sinus infection 
he’d ever seen. 


HP: To ask a delicate question, did this 
sinus problem have anything to do with 
your reported fondness for the rock and 
roll lifestyle? 

DC: Absolutely not. | want everyone to 
Know that in no way did this have 
anything to do with drugs. When | was a 
silly boy many, many years ago, | do admit 
that | wasn’t shy about anything in life. 
But drugs are a dangerous hobby to have. 
I'd like to warn everyone of the potential 
damage they can cause. 


HP: So how long did the sinus problem 
last? 

DC: Unbelievably, it robbed me of nine 
months of 1986. At the point I took ill we 
were only three months behind schedule 
with the album, but by the time we were 
ready to go again, we were a year behind. 
| was speaking to every doctor | could find 
to see what could be done, but nothing 
seemed to work. Then the condition 
seemed to clear a bit, so we went down 
to Compass Point in the Bahamas, but 
within a week, the infection had kicked in 
again. It was heartbreaking. The only 
option | had at that point was to undergo 
surgery to remedy the condition. Thank- 
fully it worked. Obviously, that required 
more rest and recovery. Finally by August 
of 86, we were really ready to record, and 
we worked like hell from then on to get 
the album finished. | wanted to call it No 
Muff Too Tough, but the label 
wouldn't go for that. 


HP: But now John Sykes is out of the 
band and Adrian Vandenberg is in. What 


happened there? 

DC: Actually, | had wanted Adrian in the 
band before Sykes joined, but he was tied 
up at that time with his own group. | think 
Adrian’s a great guitarist, and he’s an 
excellent songwriter as well. The problem 
with Sykes was just a matter of ego. | 
mean | like children, but | don’t necessarily 
want to work with them in a band. To me 
the most important qualities are trust and 
support — and with John those qualities 
had deteriorated. He’s the kind of guy 
who wants to be a rock star 24 hours of 
every day. He'd like to have a spotlight on 
himself in his own living room. That's 
nothing against him as a musician. His 
work on this album is going to make him 
a major Star, but our personalities are just 
incompatible. 


HP: Does it bother you that Whitesnake 
always seems to be in the midst of a lineup 
change? 

DC: | believe in fate, and | know there’s 
been a reason behind each of the changes 
we've gone through over the years — and 
there certainly have been many. As long 
as I’m around there will be a Whitesnake, 
but | would like to see more of a band 
concept become established. 


HP: It’s a bit strange to hear Hear / Go 
Again and Crying In The Rain on this 
album. Didn't they appear on earlier 
Whitesnake LPs? 

DC: They were both written five or six 
years ago, and Here | Go Again was a big 
hit throughout the rest of the world. But 
the people at the label said that they had 
to be on this record, and | agreed. Ameri- 
cans have never heard the songs before, 
because the album they were on was 
never released here. The unfortunate part 
of including two older tracks on the Ameri- 
can album version is that | couldn't put on 
a song called Looking For Love which is 
on the European version of the LP. 


HP: The album has a very “live” feel to it. 
Was it recorded with the stage in mind? 
DC: Absolutely. | was hoping the album 
would be born with legs, so it could walk 
straight out onstage. We hope to be 
going out on the road as soon as we get 
some financial things worked out. We're 
very aware that a lot of time has been lost, 
and we're determined to make up for it as 
best we can. All | can say is that we're 
back and we're ready for action. 0

Poison’s Bret Michaels raced over to 
his bandmates in the group’s post- 
concert dressing room and loudly 
boasted, “Hey, | just left the doctor, he 


said | could have died on stage tonight.” 


A second of silence passed before the 
band’s road manager added, “Bret, | 
think he said you could have passed out 
on stage.” Another moment of silence 
transpired before Bret retorted, “Well, if 
| ever pass Out on stage | might as well 
be dead.” 

Such is life for Poison, one of the true 
hard rock surprise stories of the year. 
There’s never a dull moment for these 
Harrisburg, PA, natives who after 
relocating in Los Angeles, sprang to the 
top of the charts with their debut LP, 
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Look What The Cat Dragged In. 
For Michaels, guitarist C.C. DeVille, 
bassist Bobby Dall and drummer Rikki 
Rockett, life on the road is an endless 
three-ring circus of wine, women and 
song — even if Bret’s problems with 
diabetes occasionally slow him down for 
a moment or two. 

“| have an unusual kind of diabetes,” 
he said. ‘‘l suffer from very low blood 
sugar. Sometimes, if I’m not very careful, 
| can get in real trouble on stage 
because of all the energy | burn up 
during a show. The doctor tonight said 
my blood sugar level hac' dropped to the 
lowest point he had ever seen in anyone 
still alive. There’s nothing | can do about 
it, so | just Keep chomping on candy 
bars to replace the sugar and keep on 
rockin’.” 

It didn’t take long for Bret to regain 
his strength and join in on the band’s 
frenzied back-stage activities. “Hey 
Bret,” yelped Rockett. “There’s a chick 
here who really wants to meet you. In 


fact, she says if you give her just thirty 
seconds of your time alone, you'll never 
forget it.” “Thirty seconds?” Bret 
answered incredulously. “There’s no 
way in the world she can satisfy me in 
thirty seconds.” 

The bet was on as Bret and his comely 
lass of the moment retreated to a 
darkened room nearby to do the evils 
that rock stars do. Five minutes later a 
smiling Bret reemerged, his pride and 
reputation restored. “Hey, | don’t care 
how good someone is,”” he exclaimed. 
“It’s a personal challenge when they say 
they can do me in thirty seconds.” The 
rest of the band, who had been keeping 
a stopwatch on the back-room activities, 
congratulated Bret on his staying power 
while casually checking on how their 
singer — who was on the verge of 
“death” only a half hour earlier — was 
feeling. 

“We're really like brothers,” DeVille 
explained. “We play on-stage together 
and we party off-stage together. That's 
why we've been successful. I’m really 
convinced of that. | don’t think a band 


that doesn’t get along can possibly 
make music as good as a band that 
really does everything together. \W/hen 
Bret gets sick, or one of us isn’t feeling 
that well, we really get concerned. 
Things are going too well for us right 
now for anything to mess it up.” 

Things are indeed going incredibly 
well for the Poison boys these days. 
With their album having passed the 
million sales mark last April, and their 
tour packing ‘em in everywhere the 
band’s appeared, these “Number One 
Bad Boys” have blossomed into the 
raunchiest, most entertaining, and most 
successful party rock bands since Motley 
Crue. In fact, if the truth be known, 
Michaels has had it up to his ears with 
comparisons between himself and Crue 
main man Vince Neil. 

“Look, what Vince Neil sings about 
and what | sing about are two very 
different things,” Bret explained. “! really 
admire people like Vince and David Lee 
Roth because they can really 
communicate with an audience and 
make sure the fans are having a great 
time. But all the comparisons between 
me and Vince, or Poison and Motley 
Crue, are a little silly as far as I’m 
concerned. We're doing very different 
things. We're both playing rock and roll 
and we both like to look good on stage 
— but that’s about it. They’re a great 
band, and | like to think that one day 
Poison will be considered a great band 
too, but | don’t see any reason for all 
the comparisons.” 

Perhaps a major reason for the 
comparisons is the fact that both the 
Crue and Poison draw an audience that 
is predominantly female. In sharp 
contrast to the normal hard rock axiom 
which states an average metal crowd is 
comprised of “5,000 horny guys and 5 
women who'll take ‘em all on,” an 
average Poison audience resembles 
nothing short of a casting call for 
Groupies On Farade. 

“\/e do get a lot of women at our 
shows, and that’s just the way we like 
it,” Dall explained. “The only guy in this 
band who has any sort of attachment is 
C.C., so he tries to be a good boy. The 
rest of us make up for him. We like 
having a good time. We're not the guys 
to speak to if you’re doing one of those 
‘safe sex’ campaigns. Ever since this 
group got started we've attracted lots of 
women to our shows. But now it’s really 
unbelievable. A lot of people saw our 
videos and reacted to them in a very 
physical way. Sometimes it seems as if all 
our time is taken up getting rid of one 
group of girls and picking up other 
ones.” 

It’s a little hard to believe that women 
flock to Poison in such prodigious 
numbers considering that on the cover 
of Look What The Cat Dragged In, 
the boys in the band look like very 
attractive women themselves. While the 
group vehemently state that they didn’t 
even want to look androgenous on their 


LP cover, they can’t deny that they used 
enough makeup and hair spray to keep 
Max Factor in business for the next 
decade. 

“We do a lot of things just for shock 
value — to see how far we can get 
away with things,” Michaels explained. 
“We never thought that we looked like 
women on the cover. We just thought 
we looked outrageous. We've been 
wearing makeup for years — it’s not 
some sort of social comment or 
anything. We just think we look better 
that way.” 


“We want people to notice us,” 
DeVille added. “You've got to remember 
when this album came out it wasn’t on 
some big label with a lot of money 
behind it. We recorded the album fairly 
inexpensively and it came out on an 
independent label. \W/hen you do that, 
you've got to make sure people notice 
you, and the best way for us to make 
sure of that was to look and act 
Outrageous. But with Poison, it’s not 
really an act. We're all pretty outrageous 
naturally. | guess you could say with us, 
what you see is what you get.” 0

For The Big Time 
With Excess All Areas.

It's no secret to those who follow 
heavy metal that in recent years 
England has fallen into a secondary 
position in supplying new talent to 
the hard rock world. While countries 
like Sweden have produced Yngwie 
Malmsteen and Europe, and the 
United States has created a 
seemingly endless assortment of 
metal mashers, the once-proud 
British metal tradition has been 
reduced to ashes. Sure, the likes of 
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Maiden, Priest and Purple are still 


holding the Brit-metal gauntlet high, | 


but what about the new generation 
of bands? What about the stars of 
tomorrow? Well, Shy, a 
Birmingham, England-based 
quintet, seem intent on proving the 
British metal heritage is alive and 
well. 

“It certainly seems like there has 
been a shortage of good bands from 
back home,” vocalist Tony Mills 
said. “But we can’t really worry 
about that. Our job is to go out there 
and make the best music we can. | 
don’t know if people really think 
about where a band’s from when 
they buy a record — the first 
consideration is how much they like 
it. In the case of Shy, there’s a great 
deal to like. We make music that has 
a broad appeal. We’re not really 
heavy, heavy metal. We’re more of a 
good, melodic rock band — and 
we're very proud of that.” 

Comprised of Mills, keyboardist 
Pat McKenna, guitarist Steve Harris 
(no, not the one in Iron Maiden), 
drummer Alan Kelly and bassist Roy 
Davis, Shy formed back in 1983, and 
proceeded to knock 'em dead on the 
British pub circuit. The band soon 
gathered enough money to record 
their debut LP, Once Bitten... Twice 
Shy, and release it on a small 
independent label. The positive

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| reaction to the album led them toa 


major label deal and their second LP 
release, Brave The Storm in 1985. 


_ The album blended a raw-edged 
| rock sensibility with a high degree 


of musical sophistication — 
something that Mills feels is Shy’s 


_ trademark. 


“We've always admired a lot of 


_ American commercial rock bands 

| like Journey and Van Halen,” he 

| explained. “Being able to reach a lot 
| of people with your music is great, 


and that’s why we admire those 
groups so much. We always try to 
make the song the star of what we 
do. We figure if the song is good, 
the stage show and press attention 
will follow in time. Brave The Storm 


| was a big step forward for us 


because it was the first time we were 
able to really spend some time in 


| the recording studio. But compared 


to the new one, it really is left in the 
dust.” 
The new LP that Mills referred to 


_ is Excess All Areas, an album the 


band — as well as their record label 
— unabashedly feel will carry them 
to the top of the rock world. 
Featuring such rock-solid numbers 
as Emergency and the group's first 
video track, Break Down The Walls, 
Excess All Areas seems tailor-made 
for the commercial meta! market 
that’s abounding in mid-1987. Of 


_ additional interest to most fans is 


the fact that Break Down The Walls 


| was co-written with a certain Mr. 
| Don Dokken. 


“We were all hanging out in L.A. 
for a couple of months getting 
material together,” Mills stated. “We 
worked with a number of different 
people out there, but one day Don 
came by and we just hit it off. He’s 
got a lot of experience with young 
bands since he’s produced a 
number of them himself and he liked 
what we were doing, so we agreed 
to work on Break Down The Walls 
together. People have commented 
on similarities between Shy’s 
approach and Dokken’s in the past. 
Now | imagine that connection will 
be even stronger.” 

Now that their album has 
established Shy’s calling card, the 
band is anxious to hit the American 
tour trail and turn their foothold into 
a stairway to success. “America is 
the most important market for any 
band,” Mills stated. “It doesn’t 
matter where they’re from. It’s the 
most important market because it’s 
the biggest — that makes sense

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Year Of Platinum 
Success Establishes 
Philly Quartet’s 
Star Appeal.

In a world filled with glamour, glitz 
and groupies, Cinderella have been 
able to remain just four nice guys from 
Philadelphia. Let's face it, maintaining 
your humility isn't easy when your 
debut album, Might Songs, sells more 
than two million copies and your first 
national tour sees you sharing the 
stage with the likes of David Lee Roth 
and Bon Jovi. Still, for vocalist/ 
guitarist Tom Keifer, bassist Eric 
Brittingham, drummer Fred Coury and 
guitarist Jeff LaBar, success is 
something to be taken in stride. When 
Hit Parader recently hooked up with 
Cinderella during their current tour, 
we encountered four levelheaded guys 
who honestly seem more interested in 
making the best music they can than 
chasing groupies or living the prover- 
bial rock and roll lifestyle. 
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Jeff LaBar: “Your friends can cop an attitude on you until you prove you haven't 
changed.” 
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Hit Parader: You've been on tour for the last 
eight months. What's the strangest thing that's 
happened to you? 

Tom Keifer: We had a real wild evening in San 
Antonio a few weeks back. We had finished 
playing the show and were leaving town. So we 
told our bus driver — a guy who can get lost 
taking you across the street — to find us a place 
where we could get something to eat. He found 
a Denny's, which was cool with us. What we 
didn't know was that the restaurant was literally 
right across the street from the arena where we 
had just played. We had been driving around for 
about ten minutes, so we figured we were at 
least a couple of miles away from there. But 
when we sat down, there was the arena staring 
us right in the face — and the show was just 
letting out! Before we knew it, there were about 
500 kids outside pounding on the windows. 
Fred Coury: Yeah, they actually broke one of the 
windows, and the management got pretty 
worried. Then Tom started acting like a mad dog 
with ice cream drooling from the corners of his 
mouth. Once he did that, the kids really started 
pushing to see the guy in Cinderella making a 
fool of himself. That was when we realized we'd 
better split, so we all ran back to the bus — 
except for Eric, who was being cool and walking 
real slow. We all had our clothes ripped off — it 
was really wild. 


HP: It sounds like things have been pretty crazy 
on tour. 

Jeff LaBar: That kind of craziness was pretty 
unusual. The only really dangerous time was in 
Little Rock, when we were in our bus surrounded 
by kids who wanted autographs. We couldn't 
even move because there were so many kids. All 
of a sudden, the bus started rocking back and 
forth because the kids were pushing it, and 
before we knew it, we were leaning up against 
the wall. That took care of the bus. 


HP: What has your success meant to you in a 
tangible sense — have you bought Lamborginis 
and new mansions yet? 

TK: Nah, that’s not really our style. I'm more 
concerned with making sure we stick around 
long enough to have 12 consecutive platinum 
albums. Success to me isn't a car or a house. 
Since we're musicians, success is more about 
making music the fans relate to. In a tangible 
sense, having a platinum — or in this case a 
double platinum — album on the wall is real 
nice. 

FC: I'd like to buy a car — maybe a Ferarri, those 
are real nice. We're into cars in this band, and 
after riding on a bus for all these months, it'll be 
great to get a nice set of wheels. 


Tom Keifer: “We’re just a good ol’ rock 
and roll band that grew up on the 
Stones and Aerosmith.” 
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HP: Do you find that your friends back home in 
Philadelphia react differently to you now that 
you've had a hit album? 

JL: Friends can cop an attitude. They can start 
acting like dicks because they think you're gonna 
act like one. It’s like you have to prove you're still 
cool to them. But | still have the same friends as 
| did before. Eric doesn't have any friends — 
we're gonna get him one for his birthday. 


HP: Eric, you're married, and Tom just got 
engaged. How do you maintain a solid 
~ relationship when you're always surrounded by 
temptation? 

Eric Brittingham: You've got to remember that 
you have someone at home who cares about you 
very much. | ask myself how I'd feel if the 
situation was reversed and she was surrounded 
by a lot of guys all the time. It’s tough to 
maintain a good relationship in this business, 
but now that we're beginning to make some 
money, it's a little easier to bring her on the road 
every couple of weeks. It's funny, but the wives 
and girlfriends always know the right dates to 
come out on the road. They don't come out when 
you're playing in a place where there's a lot of 
snow. But if we have a show in Puerto Rico or 
California, you know they'll be there. 


HP: You guys seem to handle all the attention 
you get very well. 

FC: It can get a little scary at some of the in- 
store record signings we do because there can 
be thousands of kids there who want to grab you. 
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But when you see some of those chicks, you 
want to grab them too. 

TK: It's part of what we do, and we love it. It 
sounds a little corny, but we know that if it 
wasn't for the fans, we wouldn't be where we are 
today. 


HP: Has Cinderella grown as a stage act during 
the time you've been on tour? 

EB: We've started getting a lot more critical 
about the music we're playing every night. When 
we first went out with Roth, we were probably a 
little too energetic onstage. When you jump 
around all the time, the music can suffer. Now 
we're taping the show every night to make sure 
the music sounds as good as it can. We're still a 
real energetic band onstage, but | think we're 
more in touch with the audience now. We've 
learned how to communicate with everyone in 
the hall and make sure they get into the show. 


HP: Most fans would probably be very surprised 
by the amount of “dead” time a band has when 
they're not traveling, rehearsing or playing. 
What do you do to avoid boredom on the road? 
TK: There's a lot of dead time, but usually it's 
spread out throughout the day. | play my guitar a 
lot when | have free time. I'm teaching myself 
slide guitar, and | do some writing. | can write 
while we're on the road, which | know some 
people can't do. We've got a ton of stuff ready 
for our next record, but we all realize that be- 
cause this one’s been so successful, that record's 
gonna have to be even better than Night Songs. 
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HP: Does the thought of having to top Night 
Songs worry you? 

TK: Not really. We'll be ready. 

FC: We're ready now. 


HP: Do you think Cinderella has gotten the 
respect you deserve artistically? Many people 
have paid more attention to the band’s image 
instead of really listening to your music. 

TK: | think we're getting the recognition we 
deserve. | mean, two million people have bought 
this record, so that's great recognition. As far as 
respect goes, I'm not so sure. I've read some 
reviews of the album where all they talk about is 
what we're wearing on the cover. That's 
ridiculous. Since when are album covers being 
reviewed? What we wear is just us — it's 
nothing we really sit around and plan. We're not 
a big image band. We don't wear makeup, and 
we're not into that androgynous look that some 
bands have. Hell, | don’t even like it when we're 
called heavy metal. We're just a good ol’ rock 
and roll band that grew up on the Stones and 
Aerosmith. 


HP: By next tour, you'll be headlining. How are 
you going to approach that? 

TK: We're not going to get too theatrical. We'll 
have a great light show and an excellent sound 
system, then we'll just go out there and rock 
everyone's balls off. That's what's really 
important onstage — if you can rock, just go out 
there and do it. And Cinderella can definitely 
rock. 0

No band in hard rock history has had 
more impact on the style, sound and 
attitude of heavy metal than Aerosmith. 
From. vocalist Steven Tyler's flowing 
scarves and raspy yelp to guitarist Joe 
Perry's chunky riffs and sinewy leads, 
these Bad Boys from Boston have helped 
create the quintessential metal approach. 
Let's face it, if it weren't for such 
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pioneering LPs as Joys /n The Attic, Rocks 
and Get Your Wings, bands like Ratt, 
Motley Crue and Cinderella would 
probably never have gotten past the 
starting gate. 

“We know the impact we've had on a lot 
of other bands,” Tyler explained. ‘But 
that’s cool. We're still the real thing. It 
really doesn’t matter how many new bands

come along — they can't capture what 
we've always done. | like Motley Crue and 
Ratt. I've met the guys, and | get off on the 
fact that they dig what we've done in this 
band. But there's no point in calling them 
the ‘New Aerosmith’ when the old one is 
alive and kicking.” 

Since the day when their first single, 
Dream On, hit the airwaves in 1973, 
Aerosmith has represented a musical link 
between rock’s blues roots and the flash 
theatrics of today. Though their first 
efforts met with more than their share of 
criticism, the band persisted, overcoming 
personal problems which caused the 
Perry/Tyler nucleus to break apart for 
four years during the early ‘80s, to achieve 
the status of one of the most entertaining 
and influential bands in rock history. 

“We've had a few problems to beat,” 
Tyler explained. “But looking back, we've 
been very lucky. The problems Joe and | 
had only drew us closer together, and the 
people who criticized us only made us rock 
that much harder. Nobody has to tell us 
that Aerosmith is a special band. Hell, 
we've always known that.”

GL: The vocals are always done after we finish everything 
else. It wouldn't make any sense for Don to be doing scratch 
vocals when the rest of us are working on the actual album 
track. Anyway, while we were working on this album, at least 
as far as writing the material, Don wasn't that involved. He’s 
still living in LA., while the rest of us have moved to Arizona. 
So we'd work on a new song, then mail him the demo tape so 
he could work on lyrics and give us his input. He’s really 
invaluable that way — he’s got a great ear for putting 
together music and lyrics. 


HP: How would you compare this album with your first 
three? 

GL: Each one has gotten heavier, so this is the heaviest yet, 
which makes me very happy. But more important, it’s a very 
consistent record. We don’t have those big swings where it 
goes right from a syrupy ballad into some sort of devil-based 
speed metal thing. Maybe we'll just do some devil-based 
ballads and cover all the angles. (laughs) Actually, this is a 
really strong album that shows everything we're capable of 
doing.

HP: You joke about the devil, but youve been able to avoid 
much of the controversy so many other hard rock bands have 
suffered from in recent years. 

GL: Yeah, we have. Our music doesn’t even come close to 
touching on any of that real controversial stuff. About the 
weirdest we got was when we did the Dream Warriors track 
for the Nightmare On Elm Street movie. But that’s just 
horror movie stuff, real Hollywood. Actually, when we did the 
video for that track, we were using a studio that a lot of 
Christian bands use, and we were giving them a real hard 
time. We were turning their crosses upside down and putting 
all these black candles on the skulls that we were using in the 
clip. Maybe the meanest thing we did, though, was blacking 
out part of their “Born Again” sign so it read “Porn Again.” 
We did it all in good fun, but they didn’t appreciate the joke. 


HP: Earlier you mentioned that Don is staying in LA. while 
the rest of you have moved to Arizona. Doesn't that 
separation have a negative effect on the music? 

GL: Not at all. He works on his things and we work on ours. 
We're always exchanging ideas, then he comes out here, we 
rehearse and we're ready for anything. Neither Don nor the 
rest of us see the need for him to be there when we're just 
working on the musical part of the song. It’s better that he’s 
free to work on the lyrics. 


HP: Did the band feel pressure, knowing that a lot of people 
were predicting this album would be the one to make Dokken 
a major headlining band? 

GL: There was some pressure on us. We know we've been a 
little unlucky because we've just missed out on big commercial 
success on the last few albums. Those records have done well, 
but our career certainly hasn't broken open like it has for Bon 
Jovi, for example. But we're not aiming for the commerical 
mainstream anyway. We're a hard rock band and that’s the 
audience we're going after. We're never going to become a 
band we don’t want to be — even for a million dollars. 


HP: How much does the success of a particular song on a 
previous album affect the way you approach a new record? 


GL: Well, if you're referring to A/one Again, it had no effect at 
all. We have a concept in mind of what this band is and what 
it should be. If that falls on its face, then maybe we'll have to 
sit back, take a hard look at what we're doing and reassess 
things. But we don't see that happening. | mean we're not 
going to shy away from doing a heavier ballad, something like 
what the Scorpions do. But we’re not comfortable with a song 
like Sijppin’ Away, which was on the last album. That’s not 
what we're about. 


HP: You guys seem to really put a lot of thought into what 
Dokken’s priorities should be. 

GL: Yeah, and it seems that when we think too much, that’s 
when we fuck up. We've learned that we've got to go by our 
instincts — they're pretty good. If we all have a strong positive 
feeling about a riff, or an entire song, those feelings are 
always right. What we've learned is to just avoid thinking 
whenever possible. (laughs) That’s the credo that Dokken is 
going to live by from now on.0

Few bands in rock history have achieved legendary status 
faster than Metallica. It’s now just a little over four years since 
these power metal masters first joined forces in San Francisco 
to bring an entirely new musical vision to the world of rock 
and roll. In that time their unrelenting onstage fury, their ear- 
blistering albums and their biue-collar attitudes have seemingly 
overnight, transformed them from mere rockers into national 
folk heroes. 

Now Metallica face their toughest challenge. With the pain 
from the tragic death of bassist Cliff Burton still etched deep in 
the psyches of the band and their millions of fans, it’s now up 
to vocalist/guitarist James Hetfield, drummer Lars Ulrich, 
guitarist Kirk Hammett and new bassist Jason Newsted to trek 
back into the recording studio and produce an LP that will 
keep the Metallica steamroller in high gear. To a man, the 
band members know they’re up to the challenge. 

“We're a young band and we're full of energy,” Ulrich 
stated. “W/e know what we're capable of doing in the studio, 
and we're looking forward to getting back in there. We've

been out on the road for nearly a year promoting Master Of 
Puppets, and the time is right for us to move ahead and 
make some new music. We have some great new things 
planned, and | think the music will be harder, tougher and 
louder than ever. We have a lot of things motivating us right 
now. We know we have a lot of expectations from the fans to 
live up to, and in addition we have to make it a great album 
to honor Cliff's memory.” 

“He would have wanted us to handle things just the way 
we have,” Hammett added. “When we brought Jason into the 
band and went back on the road so soon after the accident, 
that wasn’t disrespect for Cliff. We all always said that nothing 
should stand in the way of the band’s progress, and we’ve 
lived by those words. We could really have sat around and felt 
sorry for ourselves after he died, but we got right back to 
work. Now that we're ready to go back into the studio, we 
have the exact same attitude — there’s no time to sit around. 
We've got to get in there and do it!” 

Metallica are well aware that their next album will 
represent more than just a new slab of vinyl. It will be 
something special not only to their fans but to countless 
aspiring power metal units as well. After all, the success of 
Master Of Puppets practically single-handedly lifted the 
curtain of obscurity which had long surrounded that harshest 
of all forms of heavy metal. Its success not only shot Metallica 


into the international spotlight, it opened the floodgates for the 
likes of Megadeth, Slayer and Anthrax to follow. Quite simply, 
Metallica’s efforts gave an unexpected legitimacy to power 
metal, the true bastard child of the rock world. 

“We never started playing the kind of music we do to sell 
millions of albums,” Ulrich explained. “In fact, we were told by 
everyone that the kind of stuff we did was totally 
uncommercial. We didn't care. We always looked up to bands 
like Iron Maiden who did things their own way. They became 
successful on their own terms. They never had songs played 
on the radio, and they weren't the pin-up guys in the 
magazines. But they still were able to sell out the biggest 
arenas in the world and have their albums sell a lot of copies. 

“We never asked to be the first band of our kind to become 
successful,” he added. “But I’m not going to say that it 
happened just by luck. We worked our asses off, and it’s nice 
that a lot of people respect us, because we respect them too. 
I'm certainly not ashamed of the success we've had, and if 
some other bands have been able to get a little recognition 
because of what we've done, that’s cool. There are a lot of 
great bands around who believe in the music they’re making 
as much as we do. The kids Know the phonies from the 
sincere groups right away. You can never fool them.” 

So what can we expect from Metallica in the months 
ahead? Will the presence of Jason Newsted — who wrote ail 
of the material for his previous band, Flotsam And Jetsam — 
alter the band’s recording chemistry? Will the arm Hetfield 
broke last April slow down the band’s plans? Will success 
change the band’s unique artistic perspectives? Can Metallica 
maintain their special hold on the metal-mad fans of the 
world? 

“| think | can add some real positive elements to the band,” 
Newsted explained. “James has been on my case recently 
about some of the lyrics I’ve been coming up with, but | think 
he really digs ‘em. Nobody’s trying to make me play like Cliff 
or think like Cliff because he was a great and very special 
talent. But we’re all moving ahead the best we can. | think the 
next album will be very interesting. | know I’m really looking 
forward to getting to work on it.” 

“| don't think anything can change what Metallica’s about,” 
Ulrich added. “What is success going to do to us? | don’t think 
you'll find us going off buying big cars and fancy beach 
houses. Any money we make we'll probably put right back 
into the band, making sure the stage show is the best it can 
be. Maybe it'll be nice to be able to save a few dollars, but 
that’s not exactly high on our list of priorities. The only things 
that mattered to us a few years ago were making music, 
meeting the fans and maybe getting drunk every once in a 
while. | don’t think that’s changed one bit. Maybe we have 
more fans now, but we still love to meet ‘em whenever we 
can and hang out with them. We're no different than they are. 
We look the same, dress the same and act the same. We're 
fans of music ourselves. The only difference between our fans 
and us is that we happen to be the guys on stage.” U0

Mechanical Resonance Shoots Sacramento Unit To The Top. 


When Tesla first entered the rock scene earlier this year, they seemed to have 
a number of strikes against them: they hailed from Sacramento rather than the 
rock hotbed of L.A., they placed musical substance ahead of style and they had 
a silly name. Somehow, vocalist Jeff Keith, bassist Brian Wheat, guitarists Frank 
Hannon and Tommy Skeoch and drummer Troy Luccketta overcame these 
“problems” to catapult themselves to the upper echelon of the hard rock world. 
The band’s debut LP, Mechanical Resonance — named after the pet scientific 
theory of the group's namesake, physicist Nikola Tesla — sailed into the top 40, 
and their first national tour saw them opening shows for the likes of David Lee 
Roth and Alice Cooper. It certainly has been a heady year for this blue-collar rock 
band from the left coast, a fact we discussed with the charismatic Jeff Keith 
during a short break in the band’s hectic touring schedule. 


Hit Parader: For a band that, a year ago was 
playing clubs in Sacramento, things have moved 
along quite fast for Tesla. How has everyone in 
the group reacted to your sudden fame and 
fortune? 

Jeff Keith: It has been a little hard for us to 
believe. Things have happened really fast for us, 
but what's important is to keep moving ahead 
and not get caught up in all the good things 
going on. Like when we get a break from touring, 
instead of partying, we get right down to writing 
and rehearsing new material. We've already 
spent a couple of months writing songs for the 
next record, and we haven't even finished 
touring behind this one yet. 


HP: Have you been surprised by how well the 
band’s music has been received? 

JK: Yeah, we have been. We're certainly not 
complaining but | don’t think any of us were sure 
how people would react to us. We felt confident 
because we were working with very good people 
at the record label and management, and they all 
acted like things were going well. But since it 
was our first time making a record and touring, 
we didn't know exactly what to do or how to do 
it. Anyway, we don't consider ourselves a 
commercial band. 


HP: What do you mean by that? 

JK: When we first started working on this album, 
we weren't thinking about making a record with 
a lot of singles or commercial songs. A few years 
ago, we were working with someone who kept 
telling us to write hit singles all the time and we 
really weren't cut out for that. We're a hard rock 
outfit that admires groups like Led Zeppelin and 
Humble Pie — real gritty bands — and those 
groups never had hit singles. So we were kinda 
going against our better nature. The people we 
work with now understand that. They said, ‘Hey, 
just write and play the way you feel.” The music 
we play comes from our heart — that’s what 
makes it good.

HP: Do you feel that Tesla was lucky to come 
along during the most recent hard rock 
“renaissance?” 

JK: We owe a lot of the success we've had to 
people like Bon Jovi and Cinderella who opened 
a lot of doors for young rock bands. People are 
willing to hear and play hard rock music these 
days, which is great. MTV has helped with our 
videos, and even radio has gotten behind us. We 
hit it just at the right time. A lot of what you do 
in life is because of luck, and while we all think 
Tesla is a good band, we feel we've been lucky 
too. 


HP: Having spent all your career up to now in 
small clubs, how has it been playing monster- 
sized arenas with the likes of David Lee Roth and 
Alice Cooper? 

JK: It really is a trip. Playing clubs in front of 500 
people and playing an arena in front of 10,000 


people is like night and day. But the funny part is 
that you can be just as nervous in a club. It 
seems like the people are much more intimate in 
a club — you can really see and hear them. In an 
arena, all you see is one big mass of humanity. 


HP: Were there any evenings on tour when the 
crowd reacted negatively to you? 

JK: No, there really weren't. We've all heard 
horror stories about bands opening for famous 
headliners who've gotten stuff thrown at them 
and booed off the stage. But the reaction to us 
was always very good. The people came there to 
rock and they were ready. And a lot of them knew 
who we were, which really was a pleasant 
surprise. 


HP: Onstage the band is very dynamic. Who 
were some of your influences? 

JK: We liked the classic rock bands, the stuff 
everyone grew up on. We all loved Aerosmith, 
Humble Pie and Bad Company. Paul Rodgers 
from Bad Company was a guy who | really 
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itis

admired as a vocalist. He had a real good feel to 
his singing, and that’s what | try to capture too. 


HP: It seems that there's been a whole 
renaissance of '70s-styled rock in recent years, 
with bands like Ratt and Cinderella leading the 
way. Is Tesla part of that movement too? 

JK: | don’t know if it's the age of the music as 
much as the feel of it that’s influenced us. We 
like music that's got a soulful feel to it. We like 
emotional hard rock. But | don’t think it has 
anything to do with trying to relive the music of 
the ‘70s. We're just playing music that we like. 


HP: One last thing. Has the band’s name caused 
much confusion for people? 

JK: A lot of people come up to us and ask, 
“What's a Tesla?” They think maybe it's 
something you eat or wear. So we explain about 
Nikola Tesla, the original mad scientist, and 
about how, without some of his experiments in 
electricity, we might all still be playing acoustic 
music. That's a scary thought isn't it? O

Suddenly a stream of powerhouse 
guitar riffs fill the small room, shaking 
the massive speakers and making the 
floor vibrate uncontrollably. Then the 
vocals begin — strong and powerful, 
cutting through the guitar wash like 
the proverbial hot knife through 
butter. The song roars on for four 
minutes, the men listening to it 
remain motionless, looking for even 


the slightest sound fluctuation. As it 
roars toaclose, Dio turns to his fellow 


workers, a slight smile on his face. “1 


like it,’ he says almost stoically. | 
“We'll get back to it in a few minutes.” 
No doubt about it, RJD is a perfec- 


tionist. Whether it’s in the recording 
studio or onstage in front of a,multi- 
million dollar set, he has always 
strived to create something special in 
a medium designed for instant, dis- 
posability. That drive for excellence 
has caused him his share of trouble 
during his two-decade career. Butit’s 


also made him one of the most | 
respected — and successful — heavy 


metal vocalists of all time. 


“| believe that | have a certain 
responsibility, both to myself and to 


the fans who buy my albums and 
come to my shows, to give them 
quality at all times,” 
Dio stated. “If that attitude causes a 
bit of friction with those | work with, 
so be it. Creating something worth- 
while is hard work, and those who 


aren’t willing to pay the same price | | 


am to do so simply won’t be working 
with me for very long.” 

Currently Ronnie’s pursuit of 
excellence has him putting the finish- 
ing touches on his eagerly-antici- 
pated new album. The disc emerges 
nearly two years after Dio’s last 
studio effort, Scared Heart, and some 
longtime fans are concerned that

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much of his career Momentum nas 
been lost in the interim. Of course, 
the man himself totally disagrees with 
that assessment, noting that he’s 
been on the road for most of the last 
two years, and that he did fill the void 
between his two most recent LPs with 
the mini-live album, Intermission. 

“The decision we had to make last 
year was whether to go back into the 
recording studio or to go back on the 
road,” Dio said. “We reached our final 
answer when we realized that we had 
one of the most spectacular stage 
shows in rock history, and to shelve it 
before everyone had gotten the 
chance to see it would have been 
wrong. So we went back out and had 
a great time because we weren't 
ae promoting the album anymore 
— we were just there to rock.” 

_ Another reason Dio felt compelled 
to return to the road was that during 
the first leg of the Scared Heart tour, 
guitarist Vivian Campbell had left the 
band under less than amicable cir- 
cumstances and former Giuffria axe- 
slinger Craig..Goldie was brought 
aboard. Ronnie believed that it would 
do Goldie a world of good to tour with 


the band and become more familiar 


with their style and sound before 
venturing into the studio. 

“Having Craig in the band has been 
areal shotin the arm,” Ronnie stated. 


| “He’s like a breath of fresh air. He’s so 


full of energy and ideas that he’s 
motivated all of us. Before, it had 
gotten to the point where some of the 
musicians — Vivian in particular — 


didn’t see things the same way | did. 


That’s fine, but don't tell me, as Vivian 
did, that you don’t want to play heavy 
metal anymore. The guys ego just 
got too big for his own head. Is he still 
off playing Irish disco music orhas he 
come to his senses? It's ashame what 
happened to him. 

“| think people will be amazed by 
how well Craig plays on this album,” 
Dio added. “He grew up listening to 


_people like Deep Purple and Rain- 


bow, so obviously his influences and 
mine are very much the same. | used 


to say that | never wanted to work- 


with an American guitarist because 
they were more into theatrics and 
soloing than playing strong rhythms. 
But since Craig was weaned on 
classic rock, he’s able to bring 
together the solid style of European 
guitarists with the flash of the Ameri- 
cans. He’s got the best of both 
worlds.” 

Ironically, just as Goldie’s pres- 
ence was providing Dio’s band with 
newfound solidarity, a series of 
reports were popping up, indicating 
that long time bassist Jimmy Bain 
(who originally worked with Ronnie 
during the pair’s stint in Rainbow 
back in 1975) was leaving the band. 
When Dio finally heard about the 
rumors, he was as surprised as 
anyone else,..since he hadn’t even 
spoken to Bain for a period of montns 
prior to the start of recording the new 

LP. 


“After hearing some of those 
stories, | just picked up the phone and 
called Jimmy,” Dio said. “Il asked him 
rather jokingly, ‘So | need to find 
myself a new bassist?’.| think Jimmy 
was in shock for a minute. He didn’t 
have the slightest idea what | was 
talking about. Evidently all the stories 
started one night when Jimmy was 
drinking at the Rainbow in L.A. He 
does drink quite a bit, and evidently 
when he was a little drunk he was 
approached by another musician 
who asked him to appear on his 
album. Jimmy, in his normal enthusi- 
asm, started shouting, ‘That’s a great 
idea, we ought to form a band 
together. Some people who aren’t 
familiar with Jimmy’s sense of humor 
must have gotten the wrong idea. 
Before anyone knew it, those stories 
about him leaving the band were 
popping up everywhere.” 

So with his band together and 
happy, a new album under his belt 
and his next world tour in the plan- 
ning stage, all seems right in the 
world of Ronnie James Dio. Even the 
usually critical RJD seems rather 
pleased by the recent turns in his 
career. 

“| think this band is finally begin- 
ning to receive the respect it 
deserves,” he said. “With a number of 
albums out, I’m no longer being 
asked to compare this band to Black 
Sabbath or Rainbow. We’re able to 
stand on our own two feet and that’s 
the way it should be.” 0

Swedish Rockers Finally Hit American Shores To Support 


The Final Countdown, ——_

By now, you've heard the song 7he Final Countdown at least 7,927 times. Its 
hauntingly familiar guitar/keyboard riff echoes through your head at the mere 
mention of the tune. No question about it, there's something about that “da da da 
da” hook that leaves your emotions somewhere in between, ‘Yeah, it's catchy” 
and “I think I'm gonna puke”. Face it, 7he Final Countdown is one fetching tune 
— even if it has been played so many times on radio and MTV that it makes you 
slightly nauseous. 

Don't let it get to you all you budding ‘‘Euromaniacs’’. The whole world is in the 


same predicament. Europe's 7he Final Countdown has topped the charts in two. 


dozen countries, and the song was voted the single of the year in five of them 
including Germany and the band’s native Sweden. Consequently, Europe's third 
album, which is named after that mega-successful single, is also faring rather 
impressively. 

Actually, if you were to break rock and roll down in scientific terms, Europe 
have everything they need for success. Vocalist Joey Tempest (who took his 
name from a Shakespearean play), guitarist Kee Marcello, bassist John Leven, 
drummer lan Haugland and keyboardist Mic Michaeli incorporate all the 
elements necessary for superstardom into their approach. Europe's music is 
simultaneously melodic and rocking, with hooks that make them just right for 
mainstream radio playlists. 

They also have “the look’. If you're female, you probably think Joey is the best 
face to grace glossy magazine pages since Jon Bon himself! If you're a guy, you 
just have to admire these foreigners who have become one of the year’s major 
groupie gropes. 

Recently, we had a chance to hook up with Tempest, while he relaxed between 


tour dates on the band’s first U.S. road venture. 


Hit Parader: Obviously you're pleased by your 
SUCCESS. 

Joey Tempest: It's fun. 7he Final Coutdown 
wasn't written as a hit song, but it is straight 
from the heart. It's really a nice surprise that so 
many people like it. 


HP: What was your inspiration for the song? 
JT: | wanted to write an adventure song. | wrote 
the basics of it a long time ago, then | just put it 
away on tape. | brought it out again when we 
were writing for this album. Basically, | work 
alone at home when | write. Then | bring my 
ideas into the studio where we work on it as a 
band, like a democracy. 


HP: Hearsay has it that you've had some vocal 
problems over the past few years. What 
happened? 

JT: During some of the recording of this LP | was 
having troubles with my vocal chords. We 
Originally went to Switzerland (Powerplay 
Studios in Zurich) to record the album, vocals 
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and all, but | got this virus. | had a terrible cold 
and | became allergic to something in 
Switzerland. | sang anyway and damaged my 
vocal chords. We tried different places — 
Stockholm (Soundtrade Studios), Atlanta 
(Mastersound Studios) — and | was having a 
very hard time. | was really depressed because 
we had to finish the album, even if it ended up 
not sounding that good. 

One day our manager called and said that he 
had been talking with our record company and 
that they were willing to put more money behind 
us. That was really nice, a real vote of 
confidence. And it meant | was able to go home, 
rest and work with a voice coach. It took about 
four months for me to heal. Then, we went to San 
Francisco (Fantasy Studios) to finish the album. 
Everything went great there. | did 10 songs in 10 
days with no problem. Now my voice feels fine, 
it's been holding up well on tour. | try to prepare 
well before all our concerts so I'll have no 
problems. | just hope | never have to go through 
that again. 


HP: You speak English beautifully considering 
its not your native language. You also compose 
in English. How did you become so proficient in 
the language? 

JT: English was my favorite subject | in school. 
And when | started to write music, it was in 
English. 


HP: Do you think that’s why you're the first 
Scandinavian rock band since Abba who's 
become so successful? 

JT: Well, over the past 10 years, there have 
been a lot of bands who sing in Swedish, but the 
record companies — they just didn't want to 
know about them. We wanted to sing in English, 
it's in our hearts. When we first started playing, 
obviously we were aiming for the international 
market because we didn't write or sing in 
Swedish even though the record companies 
wanted us to. We knew we wanted to go abroad. 


HP: How did you first get interested in music? 
JT: My father's friend taught me the three 
magical chords on guitar when | was seven years 
old. Then | tried to copy songs from the radio and 
then tried to write my own! | guess | was an 
obnoxious kid back then. | didn’t understand 
about playing solo guitar. | just put chords 
together, because that’s what was fun for me. 


HP: What was the first song you learned how to 
play? 

JT: It was probably some Elton John song like 
Crocodile Rock. \ remember hearing that on the 
radio and really liking it. Later on when | joined 
with some other guys who lived in my 
neighborhood, we would try to play like the 
bands we listened to; Thin Lizzy, Aerosmith and 
Deep Purple. 


HP: Is that the stuff that was played on Swedish 
radio? 

JT: We get to hear all kinds of music now. In 
Stockholm they have a station which plays rock 
all day long. They didn't have that a few years 
ago, or when | was growing up. Back then, 
heavy metal wasn't played on the radio, so 
we had to buy the albums. Then after we bought 
them and listened to them, we would play some 
of the songs in rehearsal. We liked that kind of 
music, and we liked rock magazines too. We 
regret Hit Parader wasn't sold in Sweden. We 
would have bought it every month. 


HP: Are you aware of the fact that girls around 
the world find you very sexy? 

JT: That sounds great. I'm glad, because | work 
hard on my presentation. | try to look and act the 
way people want me to, so | work on the way | 
move onstage. It’s good that people watch what 
you do, but remember, we're a rock band, not 
movie stars. For me, it's more important that 
people listen to what I'm singing than spend 
their time just looking at the band. Europe are 
more than just a bunch of pretty faces. 0

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Metal Masters Roar Into Action 
With Two-Record Live Set.

Judas Priest's K.K. Downing and Glenn Tipton wearily dragged 
themselves into the band’s dressing room and plopped themselves down 
on adjoining benches. Sweat poured off their bodies, matting their hair and 
turning the handsome multi-colored leather outfits they were wearing into 
unsightly perspiration-soaked rags. The pair were soon followed by vocalist 
Rob Halford, stripped to the waist, drummer Dave Holland and bassist lan 
Hill. The mood in the dressing room was surprisingly somber. There were 
no shouts of glee over the fact the band had just performed in front of 
20,000 enthusiastic fans. There was little back-slapping or hand-shaking 
among the group’s members. In fact, it looked and sounded like they were 
too tired to even talk. 

“We are exhausted,” Downing whispered as he tried to regain some of 
the energy he had expelled that evening. “When things are going well for 
us onstage, we're totally oblivious to everything around us. We don't feel 
the heat, and we certainly don't feel we're getting tired. But as soon as we 
come offstage it hits us right between the eyes. There are some nights 
when we just sit in the dressing room for an hour before we feel strong 
enough to even get up and shower.” 

“The secret to what makes Priest a great live band,” Halford added as 
sipped a cold drink from an oversized papercup, ‘is that we're prepared to 
put every ounce of energy we have into each performance we give. There's 
never an off night with Judas Priest. Maybe some shows are better than 
others for technical reasons. Or maybe one of us is really under the 
weather. But | believe that we deliver a consistently high level of 
performance — in fact I'd match our intensity level night-in and night-out 
with any band in the world.” 

There's no question that Judas Priest is heavy metal’s ultimate live 
band. Their awesome stage show, unrelenting musical power and library of 
classic metal tunes has lifted this English quintet to a level of universal 
respect in the rock world. Ask anyone, fans or musicians alike, about Judas 
Priest and the words ‘‘awesome”, ‘professional’ and ‘‘influential’’ spring 
from their lips. For many rock mavens Judas Priest and heavy metal are 
virtually synonymous, a fact proven on the group's new two-record set, 
Priest Live. 

“The fans have been asking us to do an album like this for years,” Tipton 
said. “Everyone knows that Priest is at its best onstage, and since we're 
coming off our best tour ever, we couldn't think of a better time to finally 
release this live album. It's really a momento for all the fans who came and 
saw us on the road, because it tries to recapture all the excitement of a 
Priest concert. It follows the same running order of the shows on the Fuel 
For Life tour, and it’s raw, powerful Priest music from start to finish. What 
more could any metal fan want?” 

True to their ‘defenders of the faith’ metal spirit, Priest chose not to 
add the usual studio retouches that mar so many other live presentations. 
With Priest what you hear is what you get, complete with the occasional 
missed guitar note and off-key vocal. 

“There are a few unusual sounds on the album,” Halford said with a 
smile. ‘But that's the fun of a live recording. What's the point of just taking 
audience noises as a base and recording what is virtually a studio album 
over that? We're very proud of the way Priest sounds live. There's a 
spontaneity and energy that you just can’t get in the studio no matter how 
hard you try. Actually, most of the things that sound a little off on the album 
aren't the band’s fault. Maybe on one track my motorcycle knocked down 
one of the drums, or one of the guitar amps went a little crazy. Those kind 
of things happen all the time when you're on the road. We've been around 
long enough to know exactly how to deal with them, however.” 

“We did very little overdubbing on this live set,” Tipton added proudly. 
“A lot of the songs we used on this album were from our American tour last 
year, though some of the tracks were recorded in Europe. | think we never 
played better than during the American leg of the Fuel For Life tour. The 
crowds were incredible in the way they inspired us every night. This album 
is really dedicated to all the people who've come to see us live over the last 
decade. They're the ones who made Judas Priest what we are, and we'll 


never forget that.” 

Featuring such Priest classics as F/ectric Eye, Living After Midnight and 
Turbo Lover, Priest Live is a ninety-minute compendium of heavy metal 
magic. There certainly may be bands who dress and look prettier, and there 
are those who write catchier tunes. But when it comes to putting the pedal 
to the metal and cranking out the riffs at 120 decibels, nobody can match 
the British Bashers. 

“Usually we're so caught up with doing our individual jobs onstage that 
we don’t catch the full power of what Priest is capable of,’ Halford said. 
“That's why it was an incredible experience for us to sit down together in 
the mixing room and listen to playbacks of the live tapes that made up this 
album. When you hear all our great songs together you can't help but get 
caught up in the excitement. | guess the bottom line is that we're still the 
biggest Priest fans there are.” 

Of course, a live album wouldn't be complete without some sort of Priest 
tour to back it up. So the boys in the band are planning to come to our 
shores soon for a series of outdoor festival dates that will be short on 
theatricality and long on metal mayhem. 

“We want to come over with just our amps and our instruments,’ Tipton 
explained. ‘The atmosphere will be a bit more casual than when we're on 
a long American tour, and it should be a lot of fun. We want to get away 
from the big stage productions for a while and just go out there and rock. 
It'll be a return to our roots — just us, the kids and lots of heavy metal.” 0

| Retire OF The Red Rocker 


Van Halen Vocalist Steps Out On His Own

Sammy Hagar just naturally elicits 
strong responses in those around 
him. Even before the blond belter 
joined Van Halen in 1985 — replacing 
the equally controversial David Lee 
Roth — this 37-year-old Marin 
County, CA, resident was someone 
you either loved or you hated. Quite 
simply there’s never been middle 
ground with Slammin’ Sammy. Actu- 
ally, Hagar wouldn't want it any other 
way. He’s always prided himself on 
voicing his opinions about virtually 
anything the same way he sings — 
loud and clear. Now, with the release 
of his first solo LP since 1984’s 
million-selling Voice Of America, 
Sammy Hagar, the mouth that roared, 
has the chance to flex his vocal 
muscles once again. 

“What's the point of not speaking 
your mind?” Sammy said with a wide 
grin. “The only important thing is to 
have something interesting to say. It’s 
like when everyone was trying to 
compare me to Dave Roth when | first 
joined Van Halen. They didn’t want to 
believe it when | said | really admired 
the guy. I’ve still never met him, but | 
think some of the things he says are 
absolutely brilliant. He gets people 
interested in him. There’s nothing 
wrong with that. It’s like big-time 
wrestling — you know, say some- 
thing outrageous just so people will 
notice you.” 

Hagar’s new solo album has come 
as a bit of a surprise to many within 
the rock industry. It was widely 
assumed that when he gave his own 
band their walking papers and 
became part of the Van Halen rock 
and roll machine, Hagar’s days as a 
solo artist were a thing of the past. 
What was not known, however, was 
that at the time of his signing with VH, 
he still owed his record label, Geffen, 
one disc as a solo performer. It was 
agreed that Geffen would allow 
Hagar to join Van Halen if the Red 
Rocker would deliver the owed LP at 
a later date. 

Having already been the victim of a 
lengthy legal battle when he tried to 
leave Capitol Records and sign with 
Geffen back in 1982, Sammy saw the 


logic of agreeing to Geffen’s terms of 
surrender. So when Van Halen finally 
pulled their incredibly successful 
5150 war wagon off the road at the 
end of 1986, Hagar knew that the time 
to begin work on his solo project was 
at hand. It just so happened that 
bandmate Edward Van Halen was 
looking for a bit of work to keep his 
musical skills sharp, so the legendary 
axeman agreed not only to let Hagar 
use his home studio, but to produce 
the album as well. Edward even went 
so far as to add a few distinctive bass 
riffs to the disc. 

“It was great that Eddie wanted to 
work on this album with me,” Hagar 
said. “| knew | needed some help 
because | had dissolved my band a 
couple of years ago, and finding 
musicians | wanted to work with, and 
who were free when | needed them, 
wasn’t going to be easy. But Ed was 
great. Just when we started talking 
about working on this album, we were 
approached about doing Winner 
Takes It All, which was part of the 
Over The Top movie soundtrack. 
Giorgio Moroder had written the 
song, but Ed and | reworked some 
parts, and by collaborating on that 
song, we found we could have a lot of 
fun working together outside of Van 
Halen.” 

Somewhat surprisingly, work on 
Hagar’s solo LP moved quite slowly 
even after he’d found the musicians 
(including drummer Dave Lauser 
and keyboardist Jesse Harms) that 
he wanted to work with. At first, 
Sammy assumed he’d be able to 
instantly transform himself back into 
the hard-rocking solo artist who 
had enjoyed such earlier hits as Red, 
Cruisin’ & Boozin’ and | Can’t Drive 
55. But making an album on apar with 
his earlier solo work proved to be a 
difficult task. Part of the problem was 
how to tap back into the mystical 
realm that had inspired a great deal of 
his past material. Though Sammy has 
often been criticized as a one-dimen- 
sional belter, the fact is that his songs 
reflect a unique life philosophy — 
that numbers and colors have a 
mystical power of their own. 

“Nine is my number and red is my 
color,” Hagar said. “It’s real hard to 


express my philosophy on life and the 
way | live it. AS an example, where 
would a great mathematician like 
Einstein have been without numbers 
to translate the ideas in his head into 
an expression anyone could compre- 
hend? You can figure out anything 
with numbers — even amazing things 
like the speed of light. Not only is 
everything built around numbers, 
every one of the basic numbers has a 
color that gives off the same energy. 
I’m always digging into the mystical 
side of things in my music. It gives the 
songs a special meaning.” 

Hagar’s fascination with the eso- 
teric carries over to his belief that one 
day man will need to escape into 
outer space after the world is 
destroyed. In fact, every album he has 
ever made has included at least one 
number that is part of his ongoing 
“space opera.” These range from 
Space Station No. 5 — which he 
recorded with Montrose over a dec- 
ade ago — right through Love Walks 
In from 5150. 

“One day I’d like to putall the songs 
I’ve done on that theme together into 
a stage show of some kind,” Hagar 
said. “The songs include older things 
like Crack In The World, Someone 
Out There and Space Age Sacrifice, 
along with some of the newer things 
I’ve done. I’m very into outer space 
and the chances of meeting life from 
other worlds some day. People seem 
to think that all | write about in my 
songs are fast cars and faster women, 
but there’s always been more to it 
than that.” 

Of course, one must wonder how 
the release of Hagar’s latest solo 
project will affect Van Halen’s next 
LP. It’s already been well over a year- 
and-a-half since 5150’s release, and 
there’s not even talk about when the 
band might return to the recording 
studio. Would Hagar consider doing 
a brief solo tour if the VH boys 
continue to delay their return to 
action? 

“It could be fun, but | can’t see it 
happening,” Hagar said. “I don’t want 
people to get the wrong idea about 
what’s going on. I’m still totally 
committed to Van Halen. The success 
of the 5150 album and tour really was 
an amazing experience for me. | 
really got off on working with Ed, Al 
and Mike, and | look forward to doing 
it again soon. | know where my 
priorities are. Making solo albums 
can be fun, and maybe I'll try another 
one someday, but right now Van 
Halen is what puts the bread on my 
table.”0

Yet now, Pearl has improved their 
Custom and Studio sets in several ways. 
Let me count them for you. 


First off, these kits are now furnished 
with Pearl’s revolutionary “Free Floating 
System” snare drum, standard — specifi- 
cally, a 14” by 6/2” “concert” sized snare. 
The “Free Floating System” attaches no 
hardware to the outside of the drum 
shell; the lugs holding the top and 
bottom rims to the shell are tightened 
into specially-designed sleeves that run 
almost the entire depth of the shell. That 


way there’s no need to actually screw 
them into the shell itself. The result is a 
shell that can vibrate and resonate more 
freely. Providing a purer, stronger, fuller 
and brighter sound. As a bonus, the 
system also allows you to quickly and 
easily change the shell itself. Pearl makes 
‘Free Floating” snare shells in wood, 
fiberglass-treated wood, brass, chrome 
and copper, each with its own particular 
sound qualities. Brass comes standard. 

Second, Pearl's kits also now come 
standard with the Pearl P-880 bass drum 
pedal, which uses the “chain-drive” 
system that, over the years has proven to 
be probably the most reliable in terms of 
smoothness, consistency of action and 
durability. The P-880 is no exception. And 
because it uses a sprocketless half-wheel 
cam design with a felt channel to guide 
the chain, its action is unusually quiet and 
quick. It also features a light, but very 
tough and durable, die-cast aluminum 
footboard. 


Third, tom toms and bass drums are 
now outfitted with Pearl’s new, sleek Hi 
Tension lugs, which not only allow for a 
greater and more accurate range of 
tuning, but most importantly hold their 
tunings better and longer. Their spring- 
less design also helps eliminate buzzing 
and rattling, which comes in very handy 
in studio situations. 

Fourth, bass drum and tom tom 
brackets now feature nylon bushings, 
which help prevent noises that sensitive 
microphones can pick up. The bushings 
also help keep the hardware from getting 
damaged. 

And finally, Pearl's ‘87 professional 
drums now come with several new 
finishes, including stainless steel and 
Ferrari red “cover” finishes, coral red, 
arctic white and grain-exposed Sequoia 
red lacquer finishes.

DOD’s new FX-82 Compressor/Sus- 
tainer is especially designed to “com- 


press” (squeeze the loudest and quietest 
portions of a bass guitar’s sound into a 
more compact range) which tightens and 
strengthens the sound and makes notes 
sustain longer. Perfect when you want to 
step out with some “lead” bass lines. Both 
are ruggedly built and run on 9 volt battery 
or with DOD’s PS-3 AC adaptor.
